Conscription 


ITE QUESTION of some form of 
compulsory training for British 
subjects In Hongkong must neces- 
sarily be ralsed os a result of the 
Cabinet's decision to introduce Con- 
scription in the United Kingdom. 
During the crisis weeks of Sep- 
tember last year, and, indeed, at the 
present critical times through which 
we are passing, many men and 
women jn this Colony have suffered, 
amid other anxieties, from a feeling 
of perplexity and doubt where, jf the 
worst came to the worst, their ener- 
gies would rightly be harnessed. 
Some, certainly, experienced a 
feellng of shame that they had not 
previously made a decision by volun- 
teerIng ond training for milltary or 
other essential service, ns was 
acknowledged ‘by the fact that 
recrulting In the Hontkong Volun- 
teer Defence Corps during the Sep-. 
tember crisis broke all records. But 
perplexity remains, even though the 
recently Issued Registration of Per- 
sons cards have given some Jndica- 
tion of the directions in which the 
services of British subjects may be 
utilised in times of emergency. 
---On-the-surface,-it --would — appear 


that compulsory service for -all 
British men residing in Hongkong is 
even more necessary than in England. 
In the event of an emergency, this 
Colony will probably be thrown 
upon its own resources, with no hope 
of suceour should invaders spproach 
our shores, What fs needed in such 
an emergency In not a mere multitude 
of volunteers—important os sufficient 
numbers ore—but an orderly and 
well-trained rota of people who can 
handle a rifle, take thelr place beside 
an anti-alreraft gun, fight incendlary 
or gas bombs, or undertake one or 
another of the multitudinous- duties 
which emergency will dictate. 

A perennial complaint in the 
reports of the Commandants of the 
Hongkong Volunteer Defence Corps 
and of the Military Commands in this 
Colony has been the apathy shown 
by the majority of British residents 
towards what should be, in a part of 
the Empire likely to be thrown 
entirely upon its own resources in 
times of emergency, one of their 
primary duties, 

The complaints’ regarding lack of 
recrults for the Volunteer Corps can 
be repeated, to some extent, by the 
lack of response tv the appeals for 
volunteers for some branches of 
ARP. work. The lackadaisical 
methods of Britons in Hongkong Is 
also exemplified by the unresponsive- 
ness shown to the appeals for 
“national” Registration, : 

The arguments in favour of the 
introduction in this Colony of some 
form of conscription or compulsory 
service would, therefore, seem un- 
answerable, as 

One vital and pertinent question, 
however, Intrudes. If, compulsory 
training 1s introduced in Hongkong 
who_is golng to pny for it? The 
-matter docs not resolve itself into the 
simple one of telling a citizen that 
he has been conscripted for military 
training and handing him a rifiec. He 
has_ to trained, ond trained 
thoroughly.

The firat. witness called yesterday 
won Chon Fong, waitress, who had 
previously given evidence for the 
Crown at the Magistracy. She was, 
however, not asked by the Crawn to 
testify yesterday but was mercly 
tendered to the defence for cross- 
exomination, Her depositions in the 
Lower Court were read out by Mr. 
Sheldon, who sald he had to do it 
in view of the fact that ‘Chan, al- 
though at one tlme one of the prin- 
elpal witnesses for the Crown, had 
since been “thrown overboard" by 
the prosccution, 

After the deposjtions had been 
read, Chan said they were correct 
with the exception that she did not 
say Li chnsed Sngurn; it was the 
other way round. 

In nnswer to Mr. Sheldon, Chan 
stld that Savara had been to the 
restaurant once before ond on ench 
occasion he took wine. After he had 
wiped his hands he used, to throw 
the towel at her face or into her 
hands, Jottnygly. 

On the night he was attacked, she 
did not notice if he was drunk but 
she had served him with two cups 
of kul Ieule wine.

Mr. Whyatt: If this accused im- 
mediately after attacking’a man with 
a chopper sald,:“I have been taking 
revenge,” would that indicate to you 
whether he knew what he. hid done, 
coupled‘ with>the observations you 
made of him?—If£ I happened to 
iknow the ‘history of the case— 
relatives killed and property lost—I 
should assume that he was in fact 
taking revenge but he wag not insane.

Conscription 

HE QUESTION of some form of 

compulsory training for British 

subjects in Hongkong must neces- 
sarily be rafsed os o result of tho 
Cabinet's decision to Introduce Con- 
scription In the United Kingdom. 

During the crisis weeks of Sep- 
tember last year, and, indeed, at the 
present critical times through which 
we are passing, many men ond 
women in this Colony have suffered,’ 
amld other anxieties, from a feeling 
of perplexity and doubt where, !f the 
worst enme to the worst, thdlr encr- 
gids would rightly be harnessed.’ 

Some, certainly, experienced a 
feeling of shame that they had not 
previously made n decision by volun-~ 
teering and training for military or 
other essential service, ns was 
acknowledged by the fact that 
recruiting In the Honglong Volun- 
teer Defence Corps during the Sep- 
tember crisis broke all records, But 
perplexity remains, even though the 
recently {ssued Registration of Per- 
sons cards have given some indlea> 
tion of the directions in which the 
services of British subjects may be 
ulllised in times of emergency, 


. On..the. surface,-it-—would-- appear 


that compulsory service for’ oll 
British men residing in Hongkong ts 
even more necessary than In England. 
In the event of an emergency, this 
Colony will probably be thrown 


. upon its own resources, with no hope 


ef succour should fnvadera approach 
our shores, What !s needed in such 
an emergency in not a mere multitude 
of volunteers—important as suMctent 
numbers are—but on orderly and 
well-traincd rota of people who can 
handle a rific, take thelr place beside 
an antl-alreraft gun, fight Incendiary 
or gas bombs, or underlake one or 
another of the multitudinous duties 
which emergency will dictate, 

A perennial complaint. In . the 
reports of the Commandants of the 
Hongkong Volunteer Defence Corps 
and of the Military Commands In this 
Colony has been the apathy shown 
by the majority of British residents 
towards what should be, {n a part of 
the Empire likely: to be thrown 
entirely upon {ts own resources in 
times of emergency, one ‘of their 
primary duties, : : 

The complaints: regarding lack of 
recruits for the Volunteer Corps can 
be repeated, to some extent, by the 
Jack of response to. the appeals for 
volunteers for some branches ‘of 
ARP, work, The lackadaisical 
methods of Britons in.

The common notion that the captain 
of a team should always occupy a cen- 
tral position, such as centre-half or 
back fs entirely erroneous. A cap- 
fain, If she or he be a captain at all 
in the real sense, can rule her team 
on the field gently yet firmly FROM 
ANY POSITION. She will dictate 
tactics in a kindly yet authoritative 
manner, and so to secure the fullest 
confidence and support of her players, 
Players who have no real inborn 
intultlon to lead should never aceept 
the position, 


WE KNOW THE IDEAL POSITION 


If the captain appointed fs. the 
right stuff us a leader, It does not 
nvitter a row of pines in which 
position she plays, Of course, I 
agree, as most people will too, that 
the Ideal position for a captzin Js at 
centre-half or at back, That must, 
however, still be dependent on the 
capacity of the player. Because a 
ployer excels in this particular post, 
she should certainly not be elected 
the leader ff she has ttle or no 
ability for the Job,

-writes a correspondent with knowledge of the country‘over |. 


n long period of years. 


_ “Its development and present-day significance for all 
the peoples of the U.S.S.R. can best be judged by the num- 


ber of active participants. 


In Tsarist Russia before the 


Great War there were roughly only 30,000 athletes, most 
of whom were members of the ‘Sokol’—the Pan-Slavonic 
gymnastic organisation, which in spite of the vastness of 
that country had its) weakest national organisation in 


Russia. 


“With the exception of — this 
bourgcois sporting organisation sport 
was carried on only by the  aristo- 
cracy. The workers and pensants 
could not compete in sport; thelr 
standard of life was so low that they 
could find neither time for nor in- 
terest in sport, , ¢ 

“To-day there hre some twelve 
million active athletes united inthe 
various sporting organisations, This 
mass spread hus its roots in’ the 
powerful bucking of sport by the 
Government; the general organisa 
tion is principally done by the trade 
unions. This exceptional popularisa- 
tlon of sports, which is unusual In 
other countries, Is caused by several 
things, - 

“First, the greater expenditure 
there is on ‘sport the less Is necessury 
for hospitals and convalescent homes. 
Secondly, a healthy and fit youth is 
the greatest trensure of a people's 
State and for the furtherance of tt: 
economic, political, and culturil de- 
velopment, ‘Thirdly, the military 
strength of the State is insured in 
the strongest way by 0 good sport- 
ing and {deological preparation of 
the younger generntion.

On board the launch, 
Mr. Pereira applied artificial respira~ 
tlon and mode -excellent progress 
until blood was scen oozing out of 
the man's mouth. He had, apparent- 
ly, suffered internal injuries in his 
rough passage down the nullah. The

Here are the proposals which could 
be applied ta Hongkong: 

., FOR MOTORISTS 

Drivers under . the 
drink Snvolved in accidents should be 
treated with greater severity. * 

Accident-prone drivers should be 
disqualified and insurance companies 
should refuse to insure them, (This 
would be dependent, of course, on the 
introduction of compulsory — third- 
party risk insurance In Hongkong). 

It should.be an offence to open the 
offside door of a car carelessly. 

Dipping headlights at night should 
be made compulsory, , 

FOR CYCLISTS 
‘They should) be registcred and 
should carry number plates, Bicycles 
should not be hired to incompetent

would impose on intolerable strain on 
our resources, leading to the complete 
starvation of socinl services already 
emaciated by Government's Jack of 
funds. 

We belleve that compulsory service 
of a form which’ would obligate 
British citizens of this Colony to be 
prepared for any eventuality is a 
necessity, But the cost attendant 
upon the Introduction of any such 
system must not be borne by the 
Hongkong {axpayer. Our defence fs 
an Imperin! responsibillty, as the Im. 
perlal Government has partly ace 
Itnowledged by mulcting our Treasury 
of something like $100,000,000 in 
Mulltary Contributions since the 
beginning of the century. * 

In the meantime, it is hardly 
necessary to stress that it should be 
ronsidered the first duty of every 
Briton residing in Hongkong—man and 
voman-—to enrol in elther the Hong- 
kong Volunteer Defence Corps, the 
Hongkong Volunteer Nursing Detach- 
ment or the varlous A.R.P. organisa 
tions, It fs not to our credit that oll 
these branches of defence are crying 
Joudly for recruits. :

Mr. Dow sald that his talk was 
Intended to be-rather a personal one 
and he would change it If he could 
to “Why I am not a member of the 
Peace Pledge Union?”. He pointed 
out thnt he waa not a pacifist because, 
Orst of all, he was asked to moko a 
vow. which he considered too ab- 
solute, ond he would have to burn 
all his boats dbchind him. ae 
- “There are times when this {s 
the wisest thing to do, but I do not 
know what my future circumstances 
may be,” he sald. 

“Y feel that I oth buying a pig in 
a poke. To tse force fs tho, dosis 
of society, nnd although we may not 
uso it, we oll acquiesce to force. as 
the basis of society and civilisation.” 
:. Regarding -the Christian --point-of 
view, Mr. Dow said Christian Peopic 
based thelr pacifism on the fact that 
Christ made no resistance and even- 
tually emerged ‘triumphant. He con- 
sidered that Interpretation .was in- 
correct, os Jesus was a resister of 
evil all his life. He believed that 
Jesus was unique in history, and 
that the crucifixion was unique and 
not be compared to our human life, 

“The crucifixion: was a personal 
thing, {t affected Jcsus alone, end 
therefore he did not resist,” sald 
Mr, Dow. “We cannot look on Illfe 
this way.” . . 

In conclusion, he was with the 
Peace Pledge Union fn their efforts 
to prevent war. “I cannot believe 
you can dispense with war,” he said. 
“TY think {it Is like a crew who decide 
to scuttle a ship before they have 
learnt to build a raft, I feel I can- 
not Join you as a member.” 

The meeting closed with a general 
discussion among those present.
